In an Order to his commanders 
on the Russian front, he has for- 
bidden them to let the men see 
any newspapers containing re- 
ports of these raids, even though 
the reports have been “ doctored ” 
by Dr. Goebbels. 

Keitel also insisted that the 
men’s letters from home should be 
rigorously censored. There can 
be only one reason for such an 
order—a lack of confidence in the 
morale of the troops. 

But. if it comes to that, the 
Nazis have never had complete 
confidence in their own people. 
They have never dared to give 
them bad news, 

So much the worse for Hitler 
and all his gang when the bad 
news leaks out!

UTSIDE the Government 
O and the High Command, 
few people could possibly 
have realised the present immen- 
sity ol our striking power.

ing scale. 

There can be no doubt about it: 
The frontless “Second Front” is 
opened and the war is being car- 
ried ruthlessly into enemy terri- 
torv 

Churchill says that we shall 
never “let up.” We shall bomb 
the Germans with ever increasing 
power until their war machine is 
shattered and their pride humbled 
in the dust of their ruined cities.

We are climbing, following 
Bomber Leader, the twelve 
of us flying in a close “ box” 
formation and going south 
under the clear morning sun.

We pass over a railway 
station and I can see the 
faces of the waiting travel- 
lers turned upwards to 
watch us, 36 bombers wheel- 
ing overhead in a solid 
phalanx.

For the next half-hour or 
so I am busy with routine 
stuff, watching my speed and the

This close formation flying 
quires so much concentration that 
I have little time to think of 
anything else. There are no wire- 
less orders to bother about because 
we keep radio silence until we are 
actually over the target. 

It is a sort of “follow my 
leader” game. We just watch 
Bomber Leader, doing what he 
does. 

These American-built Bostons 
are different from all our bombers. 
The crews are shut off from each

But I can hear Dingo and 
Ginger, my navigator and rear 
gunner respectively, chatting 


amicably over the intercom about 
some girl Ginger knows in 
Woking. 

It is getting very hot in my 
cabin and for a moment I wonder 
if I am going to be air- 
sick.

neighbour on my left, a red-headed 


Canadian pilot, beckons to me 
through the Perspex window of his 
cabin.

He is a veteran of many day-

Simultaneously I feel a rain of 
bangs as splinters hit my aircraft. 

One bit of my mind registers 
admiringly: “That's darned accu- 
rate shooting.” 

Then we are through that lot, 
still flying solidly together. And 
all the time through the R.T. I 
can hear the leader’s bomb-aimer 
chanting calmly: “ Left, lejt.... 
steady-y-y.... Left-lejft....steady- 
y-y ”—and so on. 

Another pilot calls impatiently : 


“What’s wrong with Bomber 
Leader? Why don’t his doors 
open? ” 


It does seem hours more before 
his doors open. 

Instantly I slam mine down 
and throw open the automatic 
camera switch.

Turning now for home, nose 
down and going full out, I find I 
am pouring with sweat and my 
mouth is as dry as if I hadn’t had 
a drink for a week. 

Overhead the Hun fighter 
have broken it off and ours are 
re-forming and turning with u 
rolling and glinting in the sun- 
shine. 

We are still going down, and 
Bomber Leader explains over the 
R.T.: “Ground targets near the 
coast....give the guns a chance,...

“Oh, boy! Oh, boy!” I heard 
Ginger mutter happily as the order 
came through. 

In a few moments it seems I am 
over a coast road, with two others 
of the squadron near my tail.

We are less than 100 ft. up as we 
open out with front and turret gun 
There is wild confusion on the road 
as our streams of bullets turn up 
white furrows of dust. 

In one flashing glimpse I see Ger- 
mans tumbling off bicycles into the 
road and others in a jumbling mass 
by the sea wall.

We are reaching the coast. The}

And below us a chequered pattern 
of fields and roads with a river in 
the distance and a faint pall of 
smoke on the horizon which I knew 
was Rouen. 

We turned in a wide arc leaving 
this on our tails and headed for Le 
Havre. 

Suddenly with an _ earsplitting 
crackle the radio-telephone opens 
up for the first time and the voice 
of Bomber Leader comes through: 
“Close up, Blue Section, close up

.I am going to run straight up 
to the target....increase speed, we 
are now going in....” 

The next few minutes seem just 
a confused whirl of sound and 
sights and events. I am crouched

The rest isn’t worth saying much 
about, except the very intense 
pleasure of seeing England heave up 
on the horizon again and same old 
panorama of green fields and towns, 
railway stations and cottages and 
people at work in their gardens.

I feel a bit depleted after my first 
daylight party, but nothing that 
“elevenses” of coffee can’t cure. 
And we are just in time for that. 

I am the proud possessor of more 
than 20 flak holes in my Boston. 
Some of the others have more, but 
we are all otherwise intact. 

Then luncheon, and after that we 
all go into a room to see photo- 
graphs of our raid flashed on a 
screen, (The films have been 
developed while we ate.) We can see 
2ach machine's bombs going down 
and the bursts on the target, and 
there is some ragging of pilots who 
had been doing some “ lineshcot- 
ing " about their share of the morn- 
ing’s work—be/ore the pictures had 
been developed. 

Then they are packed into a 
streamered bag to be dropped over 
Bomber Command—a visual report 
of the job we have done. 

And so another daylight sweep is 
over.
